RULES, REGULATIONS, NAMES 

AND 

ADDEESSES OF MEMBERS 

OF 

THE KENNEL CLUB, 

JUNE, 1877. 



CLUB RULES. 



1. The Club shall be called the Kennel Club; it shall endeavour in 
every way to promote the general improvement of dogs, dog shows, and 
dog trials. 

2. The Club shall consist of not more than three hundred members — 
exclusive of all honorary members — to be increased from time to time as 
the members of the Club shall in general meeting decide. 

3. It shall be under the management and direction of the committee 
appointed as hereinafter provided. 

4. The election of members is vested solely in the committee, and shall 
be made by ballot, three members of the committee to be a quorum at 
suoh ballot, and one black ball to exclude. 

5. Candidates must be proposed by one member of the Club and 
seconded by another ; the candidate's name, rank, residence, and pro- 
fession or occupation — if any — must be duly inserted in the book kept 
for that purpose by the secretary. 

6. The entrance money on admission to the Club shall be five guineas, 
and the annual subscription shall be five guineas, payable in advance 
on the 1st of January in each year. 

7. The committee shall consist of twenty-one members. 

8. There shall be an annual general meeting of the Club, held in 
Birmingham, if possible, during the week of the annual exhibition ; and 
at the said meeting the one-third of the committee who have been longest 
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in office shall retire. All retiring members of the committee shall be 
eligible for re-election. 

9. The committee shall have power to elect honorary members without 
admission fee or subscription at their discretion. 

10. Any member violating the rules and regulations of the Club for the 
time being in force, shall be liable to be expelled by the committee ; and 
any member of the Club who shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 
committee to have in any way misconducted himself in connection with 
dogs or dog shows, or to have in any way acted in opposition to the fun- 
damental rules and principles upon which the Club has been established, 
or in any other manner which would make it undesirable that he should 
continue to be a member, shall be requested to retire from the Club ; and 
if a resolution to that effect shall be carried by three-fourths of the com- 
mittee present at the meeting, duly summoned to consider the case, the 
member so requested to retire shall thenceforth cease to be a member of 
the Club as if he had resigned in the usual course, and his subscription 
for the current year shall be returned to him. 

11. No member of the Club shall, under any circumstances, knowingly, 
either enter, or exhibit a dog, or dogs, at any competition under a false 
name, age, pedigree, breeder, or description. 

12. The committee, at their first meeting that shall be held after the 
annual general meeting in each year, shall elect a chairman from their 
own body, who shall, if present, take the chair at all meetings of the 
committee during the ensuing year ; and at all meetings of the committee, 
in case of the numbers being equal, the chairman of the meeting shall 
have a casting vote, in addition to his own vote. 

13. The committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees for any 
special object, and to delegate to such sub-committee the functions and 
powers of the committee relating thereto. 

14. If the name of any member shall be officially published as a bank- 
rupt, or insolvent debtor, or an outlaw, he shall ipso facto cease to be a 
member of the club, and shall forfeit all right and claim upon the Club 
and its property ; such person may, however, be re-admitted to the Club 
by the committee at their discretion. 

15. No member shall take away from the Club House, upon any pre- 
tence whatsoever, any newspaper, pamphlet, book, or other article, the 
property of the club. 

16. These rules shall be printed, and a copy of them, together with a 
list of the committee and members, shall be sent to every member. 
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CODE OF RULES 

For the Guidance of Dog Shows : adopted by the Kennel Club, 1874. 



1. Every person who wishes to exhibit at any show held under the 
Kennel Club rules, must at the time of entry clearly identify by name 
and age (if known) the dog he intends to exhibit, and the name of the 
sire and dam (if known) must be given, unless the dog has been entered 
with his name and pedigree in the Kennel Club Calendar, in which ease 
it will be sufficient to mention him by his name and number only ; and 
in eases where the pedigree of a dog is not known he shall be entered 
at each show as "pedigree unknown," unless his name has been duly 
registered in the annual number of the Kennel Club Calendar ; and every 
dog exhibited must be the bona fide property of the exhibitor in whose 
name he is entered, and must have been his or her bond fide property 
on the day of closing entries. 

2. If the name of a dog which has won a prize has been changed, 
it is necessary in entering the said dog to give his old as well as his new 
name every time he is exhibited, until the change has been duly registered 
in the annual number of the Kennel Calendar; and if his name be 
changed again, all his names must be repeated for a like period. 

3. If a dog shall be entered without being clearly identified as before 
directed by .Rules 1 and 2, he shall forfeit any prize that may have been 
awarded him ; and if the omission be detected in time, he shall not be 
allowed to compete, and shall forfeit all entrance fees and subscriptions. 

4. The committee or authority of any show may reserve to them- 
selves the right of refusing any entries they may think fit to exclude ; 
and no person who has been proved to the satisfaction of the committee 
of the Kennel Club to have misconducted himself in any way in con- 
nection with dogs, dog shows, or dog trials, will be allowed to compete 
at any show that is held under the Kennel Club Bules. 

5. The committee or authorities of every show where the entry of 
dogs amounts to 200, shall take care that a duly appointed veterinary 
inspector be in daily attendance. 
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6. No dog shall be qualified to compete or entitled to receive a prize, 
if awarded, who is suffering* from mange, or any other form of contagions 
disease. 

7. No person, except the duly qualified and appointed veterinary 
inspector, shall decide whether a dog is or is not suffering from mange. 
The veterinary inspector shall give his opinion to the secretary or com- 
mittee of the show, in writing, and shall do so before the close of show. 

8. A dog that has been exhibited, or has won a prize in a class 
exclusively for puppies under twelve months old, is not thereby excluded 
from being exhibited in a class where previous prize winners are not 
allowed to compete. 

9. In estimating the number of prizes a dog has won, with reference 
to whether it should compete in a champion class or not, the number of 
prizes won shall be calculated up to 12 p.m. of the day previous to 
the day of closing entries for the show. 

10. An objection to a dog must be made to the committee or secretary 
of the show; at any time within ten days from the first day of the 
show ; it must be in writing, and the objector must at the same time 
lodge a sum of £1 in the hands of the committee or secretary, which 
deposit shall, if the objection is proved to be frivolous, be forfeited. 
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CODE OF RULES 

FOB THE GUIDANCE OP FIELD TRIALS OF SPORTING DOGS, 
FRAMED BY THE KENNEL CLUB, 1874. 



1. Election of judges. — The judge or judges shall be elected by the 
committee of the meeting, and their names shall be announced simul- 
taneously with the meeting. When a judge, from ill-health or any other 
unexpected cause, is prevented attending a meeting, or during a meeting, 
finishing it, the committee of the meeting shall have the power of deciding 
what is to be done. 

2. Description of Entry. — Every subscriber to a stake must name his 
dog at or before the draw, and must give (if known) the name of the sire 
and dam of the dog entered. The secretary shall publish on the card the 
names of those who are subscribers, but do not comply with these con- 
ditions. These nominations shall not be drawn, but must be paid for. 
Any dog whose pedigree, marks, or colour, shall be proved not to 
correspond with the entry given shall be disqualified, and the whole of 
his stakes or winnings forfeited. 

3. Alteration of names. — If any subscriber shall enter a dog by a 
different name from that in which it shall last have run or been exhibited, 
without giving notice to the secretary of the alteration at the time of 
entry, such dog shall be disqualified. The secretary shall, if the con- 
ditions of the rule be complied with, enter on the card the late and 
present name of such dog. 

4. Nominations. — Any subscriber taking an entr^ in a stake, and not 
prefixing the word " names " to a dog which is not his own property, shall 
forfeit that dog's chance of a stake. He shall likewise be compelled to 
deliver in writing to the secretary of the meeting the name of the bona 
fide owner of the dog named by him j and this communication shall be 
produced should any dispute arise in the matter. 

Defaulters. — No person shall be allowed to enter or run a dog in his 
own or any other person's name who. is a defaulter for either entries 
or stakes, in field trials, dog shows, racing, or coursing meetings. 

6. Power to refuse entries.— The committee or stewards of any meeting 
may reserve to themselves the right of refusing any entries that they may

think fit to exclude ; and no person who has been proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the committee to have misconducted himself in any way in 
connection with dogs, dog shows, or dog trials, will be allowed to 
compete in any trials that may be held under the Kennel Club Rules. 

7. The stakes shall be run in the order they are given in the pro- 
gramme, unless the whole of the competitors, or their representatives, 
in the various stakes may agree otherwise — in which case the order may 
be changed, with the consent of the stewards or committee. 

8. If two dogs are of the same colour, a red or white collar must 
be placed on one of them, to correspond with the colour on the card. 

9. An owner, his keeper, or deputy, may hunt a dog, but it must be 
one or the other ; and, when once the dogs are down, an owner must not 
interfere with his dog if he has deputed another person to hunt him. 

10. The person hunting a dog may speak, whistle, and work him by 
hand as he thinks proper ; but he can be called to Order by the judges 
for making any unnecessary noise, and if he persists in doing so they can 
order the dog to be taken up, and he will be out of the stake. An 
opponent's dog may not be purposely interfered with or excited, or an 
appeal can be made to the judges; and if the opponent's dog points 
game, the other dog is not to be drawn across him to take the point, but 
if not backing of his own accord, he must be brought round behind the 
other dog. 

11. Objections. — An objection to a dog must be made to the stewards 
or committee of the meeting at any time before the stakes are paid over, 
upon the objector lodging the sum of 4S5 in the hands of the stewards, 
committee, or the secretary, which shall be forfeited if the objection 
prove frivolous. The owner of the dog objected to Shall be compelled to 
deposit equally the sum of £5, and prove the correctness of his entry. 
All expenses in consequence of the objection to fall upon the party 
against whom the decision may ultimately be given. Should an objection 
be made which cannot at the time be substantiated or disproved, the 
dog may be allowed to run under protest; but should the objection 
be afterwards substantiated, and the winnings have been paid over, the 
owner or nominator of the dog which may thus be disqualified shall 
return the money or prize, or shall be declared a defaulter.

Fancy beat Jewel, Fancy beat Roy, and Boy beat Whim, and Mr. G. 
Pilkington's liv. w b Fancy, by Marquis out of Jessie, won first prize ; 
Mr. E. Bishop's liv. w d Boy, by Brighton out of Flora, second prize ; and 
Mr. S. Price's Whim by Bang out of Moll, was awarded third prize. 
The prize for the keeper bringing out his animal in the best condition was 
won by Lucky Sixpence, or at least by his professor of breaking. The 
first brace were Mr. J. H. Whitehouse's .Lacto/ Blanche, a very pretty bitch, 
by Bap out of Blanche; and Mr. S. Price's Whim, of course by his 
celebrated Bang out of Moll, a bitch belonging to Mr. Bissett, of stag- 
hunting celebrity. Both puppies ranged a bit wild, Whim leading for 
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place, and she just found ; but the birds rose before she was dead on, 
and then the Lady dropped rather prettily to another brace of wild ones, 
Whim backing at a fair distance, and in a short trial, neither doing much 
harm or good, the flag went up for Whim. A better brace, most 
decidedly, were the next two, as Mr. F. Monckton's puppy, Eomp, only 
eleven months old, led off, ranging like an old one, and holding her 
head well for the wind, whilst her rival, Mr. G. Pilkington's Fancy, 
dashed off cautiously, feeling for scent, and her first hit was a half 
point on moved birds, which she discovered immediately and moved 
on, Romp now getting the worst of it at ranging, as Fancy, like a 
real good one, would have the outside circuit, and in the third field 
down she came on a beautiful point, the other not being over grand 
at backing, and it was altogether a score right through in favour 
of Fancy. Mr. H. P. Garde's Nellie and Mr. E. Bishop's Roy, the 
latter by Brighton, went off in the grandest form, almost beating 
the last brace, for it was a sight to see the independence of these 
youngsters, the bitch as quick as lightning all over her ground, and 
the dog with a level even stride, and his head just in the right place, 
meaning business every inch of him. He is down on birds now, and 
another find scores against the bitch, whilst Roy getting another point 
by the side of a hedge goes out of the plough on to some grass, where he 
is right again, and the bitch appeared- to take rather a long sight at a 
hare, so it was right through in favour of the dog. No one thought much 
of the next brace, the Duke of Westminster's Don, by Noble, and the well- 
named Lucky Sixpence, by Drake out of Nimble Ninepenoe, from Mr. 
Lloyd Price's kennel. The Duke's dog is a coarse animal, and a slow, 
plodding mover, whilst Lucky Sixpence wants time, and he has not got 
the stride of his celebrated sire. The Duke of Westminster's Jewel, a 
black and white bitch, was liked much better than the former repre- 
sentative of the Grosverior colours, for she is a nice Jively bitch, and will 
make a very good one. She had the best of it against Mr. Whitehouse's 
Bray, but for the deciding ties, when put down with Mr. Pilkington's 
Fancy, she was counted out very easily, as Fancy improved even on her 
previous work, and took two beautiful points consecutively. Put down 
with Roy, a close thing was anticipated, but the bitch had the best of it, 
as she was quickly on birds at a very grand point, winding them at a long 
distance, and one more point very fairly won her the stake. Roy was 
then put down with Whim to try off for second money, and beat 
her easily.

Tramp beat Rapid, and Mr. S. Beckett's bkwd Rector, by Don out of 
Mona, beat Mr. W. Arkwright's lem. w d Tramp, by General Prim out of 
Mink, and won. Tramp winning second prize and Rapid third. 

Mr. Lort's Naso against Mr. E. Lloyd Price's old celebrity Drake. The 
old dog was stiff and lame, but still he travelled very fairly, Naso being a 
very fast dog, too, and the brace ranged to perfection. Drake was finder 
general, however, coming down with one of his dust soatterers on a hare, 
and the other one being guilty of a flush, it was altogether a tolerably easy 
journey for the grand old champion, one of the series of errors in this 
stake being that he was not had up again for a chance amongst the winners. 
Another mistake, followed in the second brace, for Mr. Lonsdale's Czar 
went wonderfully well, as he quartered his ground in good style, and in 
some bad ground where birds were not, he seemed to do all that a dog 
under such circumstances could very well do, besides which he scored one 
very meritorious find through some posts and rails, and, moreover, was 
down with a good dog, as Mr. S. Price fancied Bow very much for the 
stake, for in a private spin with three down he had taken three points out 
of five from Bang and Mike. His style, however, was not nearly as good 
as Czar's, though doubtless he is a rattling good dog to shoot game over, 
and he was, bar Eos, the best looking dog on the ground. He is own 
brother to Sol, being by Bang out of Davey's Luna. It was very unfor- 
tunate getting about the very worst bit of ground that we had during the 
whole meeting for two such good ones as Bector and Eos. The latter, 
accustomed to his fine Welsh moors, moved like a duck in a thunderstorm 
through this dry, hungry fallow, where scent could not lie, and where no 
dog could stride away. Little Bector, on the other hand, kept popping in 
and out of the furrows in a fashion which seemed to say that he knew it 
was a difficult business, but still he meant to get through it, and so he 
came with one of his little, quick points on birds, poor Eos, in the mean- 
time, flushing, so he was haidly in the hunt at all with the little black and 
white champion. The next brace — Tuck, a grandson of old Hamlet and 
a beautiful mover, and Mr. Beckett's Prince — both went away merrily, 
but they false pointed terribly, and the judges were not very long in 
giving them their conge*. Something special was looked for now between 
Rapid and Mike, for the former (so Mr. Whitehouse thinks) is the fastest- 
dog he ever had in his life, and Mike, we all know, can gallop. Bapid is 
indeed a magnificent mover, a shade faster than Mike, who got the worst of 
it at start by false pointing. Afterwards, in a fine field of seeds, to try 
actual conclusions, they ranged to perfection, and coming forty miles an 
hour up the field, Bapid drew out like a greyhound two lengths from 
Mike, and in the next instant the two were like statues, taking the point 
together, though for pace Bapid had the best of it, and Mike's false 
pointing also telling against him, the fiat was fairly for Bapid. Viscount 
Down's Bang and Mr. Lloyd Price's Beau only false pointed, though the 
fault lay with the former, who seemed in a particularly pointing humour. 
Mr. Barclay Field's Dick and Mr. Arkwright's good looking Tramp went 
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down, and the lead off was all in favour of Dick, who was very quickly on 
birds. ; Tramp passing another brace, and then making a false point at 
the other end of the field, after which going ont of some plough on to some 
seeds, Pick got on birds again, and it looked a hundred to one on him for 
the tie, but in a protracted trial, Tramp at last got very well on birds, 
standing beautifully; and Dick here somehow or other displeased the 
judges, and he was thrown out, though this decision puzzled everyone 
immensely. Rapid was then put down with Tramp, and the latter pointed 
a leveret in a hedge, though nothing more was done either way, and 
Tramp came off the winner, going down for the final with Sector, who 
was very merry in a better field than he had before, and soon pegged a 
brace, whilst Tramp ran slick into another two ; so, in racing parlance, 
at the finish Sector won in a walk.

The County Stakes for all aged pointer bitches only brought six 
together. Viscount Downe's Jill very quickly settling Mr. H. P. Garde's 
Peg, who showed a liking for fur. Then the winner of this event last 
year, Mr. R. Lloyd Price's Romp, came against Mr. W. Dunn's Rose, 
it being a very even brace, and Romp could only just have been beaten, 
as both behaved fairly, though it was quite apparent that the contest lay 
between the next two for the stake, viz., Viscount Downe's Grace, the 
winner of the Puppy Stakes two years ago, and the Duke of West- 
minster's Sal. These bitches ranged remarkably well, but Grace made 
no mistakes, pegging three brace of birds in good form, whilst Sal was 
guilty of flushing. So at the finish Grace won easily.

Wednesday morning we met again at Uppington village, and com- 
menced at once with the braces, Viscount Downe's brace going down first, 
namely, Bang and Bounce, and in a short trial both did uncommonly 
well, Bang taking a tremendous long point right across the field, and 
Bounce backed, and in breaking they were perfect. The next brace were 
setters — Mr. Lonsdale's Spanker (the winner of the Puppy Stake here 
last year) and Bess. They appeared to run very slowly, and the judges 
did not keep them down very long. Nelly and Peg, a brace of pointers, 
worked very merrily, but Peg, who looks half a greyhound, spoilt their 
performance by a flush. Bang and Mike went off in grand form, 
Mike, ranging wide from his side, had a single bird in the corner of 
the field, which the old dog acknowledged at a long distance, and backed. 
It was a very bad field for ranging — a dry fallow — but old Bang was soon 
down to a point in his usual magnificent style. Mike backed, and the 
two looked splendid, this being followed up by another point in some 
spring vetches, and both being seen here to perfection again, the judges 
order them up, with nothing but good marks to their credit for certain. 
Tramp and Prude did nothing good ; Prude, working too close, found, 
but Tramp would not back her, and they did not perform at all as a 
brace. Bake and Daisy did not stretch away as one might have expected 
they would do, but the dog was soon down on his point, the bitch backing, 
and nothing apparently being before them, Bishop held them on, though 
on reaching the far fence a brace of birds rose from the opposite side, so 
Bake must have winded them over a hundred yards. John Armstrong's 
brace, Dash and Daisy, brother and sister, by Laverack's Blue Prince out 
of their owner's Kate, went away beautifully, the bitch a trifle the faster, 
but the dog's style is very telling ; so level and untiring in his action, 
such a dog could not fail to keep going for a month. At the bottom of 
the field he found in capital form, the bitch backing very well, and the 
brace make a very pretty picture — a better brace of setters could hardly 
be found than these. Bapid and Macgregor go very well together in a 
brace, though Bapid is a deal the faster. In a piece of good seeds 
Macgregor is soon on a grand point, and Bapid backed him, but unfor- 
tunately it is false. In ^the next field they behaved very well, as Bapid 
found and Macgregor backed. Beau and Romp got a very bad piece of 
ground — a field as bare as a cricket ground to start upon — and then a 
rough plough, where a lot of pigeons were feeding, to confound what 
little Boent there might be. They quartered their ground very well, how- 
ever, and finished up with a very pretty find on a dry fallow, both 
behaving to perfection. The ground was very bad just here, nothing but 
plough or bare grass fields, so the cracks, Countess Moll and Countess 
Bear, had certainly no great luck. They went moderately, however, 
under any circumstances, as they held their noses too low, and seemed 
hardly so fast as they were last year, whilst they were soon scored out, 
as they flushed no fewer than three brace of birds in one field. Dick and 
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Brag were in luck to get down just as this side of the country was 
finished, and their beat was a fine level piece of seeds of about forty 
acres. Here they went off beautifully, quartering the field to perfection, 
and going at racing pace. Dick was round on his birds in the grandest 
form, Brag backs him a hundred yards off, and the performance being 
repeated further on, Dick holding rearguard this time, the two were taken 
up with quite as many marks to their credit as Bang and Mike, many 
people thinking that the work of Dick and Brag in this field was about 
the most perfect oi anything seen during the meeting. Eos and Drake 
having, at any rate, more galloping ground than they had yesterday, 
though these tempting seeds were exchanged for a field of backward 
wheat, the two were seen to greater advantage as far as their ranging 
powers are concerned, and the young one is certainly a very fast dog, but 
on the old champion coming to a point Eos put both out of court by 
first refusing to back, and then by showing a strong inclination to run 
in. Grace and Jill were bothered by a brace of eccentric birds, who rose 
to Jill's point, and then settled again just in front of her, and both 
bitches ran wild afterwards. Banger and Magic — the latter a red Irish 
bitch, who put them out of count at once, for first of all she passed a 
brace" of birds, and on Banger then taking a steady point through a 
hedge she refused to back him. They were therefore ordered up directly, 
and most certainly they were no brace. Kate and Belle did no good 
either, and the last brace down were Mr. Llewellin's Nora and Sam, a 
very good brace, the bitch, a daughter of Dan and Nellie, being one of 
the best movers on the ground, and, although unfortunate in getting on 
some dry fallows where game was scanty, it could be seen what she was. 
The judges now selected five brace out of the sixteen to draft down to 
the winners ; they were Bang and Mike, Dick and Brag, Dash and Daisy, 
Sam and Nora, and Bake and Daisy. Bang and Mike had another short 
turn first, and the young one soon got a point through a hedge, and 
Bang backed him grandly right across a field, standing as staunch as a 
sentinel, whilst Mr. Price walked over to see what had rivetted Mike's 
attention. They ranged again the next field without making a semblance 
of a mistake, and Dick and Brag went down, but Master Dick having 
lost his best behavour, made a sad mess of some birds, so they were out 
of it, and Dash and Daisy had a turn, doing uncommonly well as drawing 
to the corner of the field they were like a couple of little statues, and 
down they dropped to shot and wing, in a style to denote them unmis- 
takably first wranglers. Nora and Sam did not do well, as the latter was 
not over steady on what he might have made a good point, and the bitch 
kept running on to him. Bake and Daisy worked beautifully, and in less 
than five minutes they were on two brace of birds, the bitch having a 
very meritorious find at last, which she puzzled out with wonderful 
cleverness, and the dog backed to perfection. The judges now consulted 
over their fiat, which was Bang and Mike first, and the Cup for the best 
brace of dogs in the stake, Dash and Daisy the 501. for the best brace 
of setters in the stake, and Bake and Daisy the 301. second prize. Mr. 
Price's Bang and Mike have now won these braces three years in succes- 
sion, and they are unquestionably the best brace of pointers in the world. 
Nothing can exceed the perfection of their work, and, singularly enough, 
although both are sometimes faulty — particularly Mike when running 
with other dogs — they are faultless together.

The braces over, our attention was tnrned to the setter puppies, there 
being ten engaged, and all came to the scratch. The first ties were all 
very unsatisfactory, for we got on the side of a hill where there was 
scarcely any game ; thus it was hardly a trial at all between Glen and 
Y. Sam, though the latter was heralded the winner. Capt. Bennett's Ino 
was ' outworked by Dan, who is a most beautiful mover, and he outs 
himself into the wind like an old dog Mr. John Armstrong's Prince, too, 
beat Mr. Statter's Grouse, and, improving on our ground, it was a fair 
win for Mr. Barclay Field's Belmont against Mr. Statter's Sal. 'trying 
the best of them over again, some very interesting work took place. 
Mr. Fontleroy's black and white dog Pound, a grandson of Reid's Sam, 
who, by the bye, is dead, had a very pretty trial with Lord Downe's Dan, 
and Pound, if he did not show quite so much pace, exhibited rare nose, as 
he stood his birds a hundred yards, Dan at the same time drawing from 
another quarter, taking the same lot closer, and both puppies were 
perfection to wing and shot. Belmont showed very good form with Sal, 
standing one lot of birds in particular in beautiful form, and all her 
movements quite charm the lover of the setter. Her next bout was with 
T. Sam, who seemed to go a bit the faster as the pair raced over a good 
field of seeds ; first of all the dog took a tremendous point, the bitch 
being between him and his birds, and then she turned round quickly, and 
eaught them too, the brace looking very pretty over this work, which 
some thought was all in favour of the bitch ; but they did not see the 
dog's point. They next raced down the field, and in some pretty work to 
another brace the dog had all the best of it. The judges had by this' 
time seen enough to place T. Sam and Belmont first and second ; but 
Prince and Glen went down for third, and nothing could warm to his work 
better than Glen. Quartering his field like an old one, he turned at last 
quickly on scent, and in another seoond he fairly brought down the house 
with the grandest point that had been taken by any of these juveniles. 
Bare breaking, too, he showed as they rose, and Glen is decidedly a good 
one. He is by Champion Banger, and was bred by Mr. Cunliffe Brooks 
out of a pure Laveraok bjtch called Jewel, belonging to that gentleman. 
Y. Sam is by Mr. Llewellin's (late Lord Downe's) Sam ; and Belmont is by 
Brackley, an own brother to Belfast, who was second in the Field-trial

There being another half hour left, the All-aged Setter Stakes was com- 
menced, and the sons of celebrities went down first in Rhyl, by Banger 
out of Cora, a pure Laverack, by Old Blue Dash out of Pilkington's 
Lill ; and the other was Count Dan, by Champion Dan out of the pure 
Laverack Countess, by Old Blue Dash out of Moll. Rhyl is decidedly 
the fastest, and he goes exactly like the old dog Ranger — so smooth and 
level; it is the very poetry of motion. But there is something very 
grand about the going of Count Dan ; there is such a powerful fling with 
it, and he holds his head right. There seemed no chance to get them on 
game this evening, so the concluding order of the day was to take them 
up until 

Thursday Morning. 

The work commenced early. The morning was fine and cool, Ranger 
and Spanker opening the ball in a large piece of thin wheat. Spanker 
flushed some birds; his companion, while going; like the wind, made a 
grand point, stopping himself in the old sensational style. But, whether 
from any wrong instructions from his breaker, Hallam, or not, he left his 
point and went on. Spanker came upon the spot, and did precisely the 
same. Birds were half a minute afterwards put up close to where the 
dogs had been standing ; both dogs by this apparently trifling error ex- 
tinguished their chance. Neither of them was put down again, and the 
public lost the treat of seeing some really fast and good work. The next 
brace, Frolic and Rufus, beat their ground fairly. Rufus, going down 
wind, flushed birds ; both dogs dropped well. Rufus made a point, and 
was very steady near a hedge. No birds were seen, but they were said 
to have run through. Then came upon the scene Rake and Sam ; both 
found, Sam false. Rake made a second good find, and behaved well to 
shot. The flag went up for Rake. Next came Rhyl and Count Dan, who 
showed off in a field of very thin wheat. Rhyl went at a great pace, and 
had the misfortune to get too near to a pair of birds. Dash II. and Rake 
(Lonsdale's) both found false, and there was a little puzzling, 
especially on the part of Rake. Three pairs of birds were well found, 
Dash having the best of it. The two Rakes were then put down 
together ; there was a down-wind flush ; both dropped almirably. Mr. 
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Barclay Field's Bake from this point had it all his own way, and found 
pair after pair of birds in the best possible manner. Here the judges 
gave their verdict as follows :

Lonsdale's Bomp was drawn, and Countess Bear and Macdona's Magic 
went down together. The former made a point, did not behave very well, 
then found where birds had risen, and was well backed by Magic. A hare 
crossed, both were steady. The flag went up for Countess Bear ; some 
nice work done by both. Daisy and Countess Moll went down next : 
Moll found, and Daisy backed, but for some reason best known to her- 
self the latter returned to her keeper. This work was upon a piece of 
stale fallow. 

Mr. Statter's Black Daisy and Nora (the bitch that worked so well 
yesterday) started upon a field of hard fallow, and went from there into 
one of good grass ; both flushed — the black one stood false and Nora 
refused to back — Countess Moll was declared first, and Countess Bear 
second. 

For the champion prize there were Dash II., Grace II., Bector, Young 
Sam, and Moll. Dash II. and Grace II. were put into a good field of seeds ; 
the former made a point, the latter shuffled a little, and did not back 
decidedly. Toung Sam and Countess Moll next came in for attention ; 
Moll found, and Sam backed. Moll left her point just as Banger and 
Spanker did, then Moll flushed, but afterwards found in good style, and 
dropped well to shot. The flag went up for Moll. 

Bector and Dash II. had a longish trial, and some pretty work was done. 
His reverence made a false point, Dash backed, went on, and made a false 
point ; Dash got a little too close to some birds, and up they got. Dash 
won this. 

To finish, Dash II. went down with Moll. Dash made three splendid 
finds, and was well backed by Moll. This was a most satisfactory trial, 
and a very high figure was'offered for the winner Dash. This final decision 
was well received. Mr. Lonsdale thanked the judges, and three cheers 
was given for them and for the giver of the ground. Armstrong with 
Dash II. won the plate (Champion), Nora had' the condition prize for 
bitches, Banger for dogs. 

The winner of the Champion Cup, Dash II., is a very handsome dog, 
very low and lengthy, and of quite, the true Laverack type. Although 
quite a young dog, he has already won many prizes at shows, and his 
pedigree quite confirms the opinion that the best setters are the Laveraoks, 
and the nearer they are bred to that strain the better. Dash II. is very 
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nearly a pure Laverack, as he is by Blue Prince, a son of Pride of the 
Border, out of Kate by Old Blue Dash. 



THE KENNEL CLUB FIELD TRIALS AT 
HORSEHEATH. 

May 4th, 5th, and 6th. 

The second anniversary of the Kennel Club Spring Field Trials came 
off again at Horseheath, by the kind permission of Mr. George Brewis, 
and the meeting was marked by the inauguration of the Challenge Cup 
for dogs belonging to members of the club only. Subscribers were so 
numerous for the Horseheath Stakes, that the meeting, which was 
intended to occupy two days, extended to a third, notwithstanding that 
plenty of game was found, and the majority of the trials were by no 
means of a protracted character. The Rev. T. Pearce and Mr. J. A. 
Salter were the judges, and the awards of these gentlemen gave great 
satisfaction throughout the meeting, which commenced with the

The pointers and setters were all carefully guarded in the first round — 
and setters coming first in the draw — Viscount Downe's Y. Sam and Mr. 
Lort's Glen went down in an enclosure of rough grass close to Howe- 
heath Lodge. T. Sam won the Puppy Stakes at Shrewsbury, and Glen 
was third for the same event, but the latter, haying cut his foot in the 
interim, now went off stiff and very slow, which gave the lively T. Sam 
an opportunity to show off his finding powers on three brace in suc- 
cession, Glen backing twice ; but this is all he seemed to have a chance 
to do, and, after rather a short trial, the judges turned him out. It was 
agreed that the braces of setters and pointers should run in alternate order, 
but Mr. Whitehouse's keeper, having missed his way on the road to the 
meet, was not up with Bray, so the setters, Belmont and Magnet, were 
slipped, the former being another of the Shrewsbury competitors, as 
she there split Y. Sam and Glen, while Magnet was quite a novice, and, 
the first field trial performer out of the champion Bock's stock, she ranged 
off with all the best of it for speed, but Belmont, with more caution, was the 
first finder, standing very well to a brace, Magnet being right away, so 
there was no chance of testing her backing capabilities, though the next 
incident in the trial was decidedly in her favour, for, going at racing 
pace, she turned round in beautiful form, and pegged a brace close to 
the boundary fence. The judges plumped her with a sixer for this, but 
this is the only good point she obtained, as on Belmont finding another 
brace, Magnet refused to back, then she false pointed, and at last chased 
birds, so it was an easy win for Belmont. The pointers, Bray and Whim, 
had an unsatisfactory trial over some of the worst ground we had for the 
day, but what was done was all in favour of Whim, for out of four 
points, she took three, though both false pointed and both flushed in 
about an equal degree, so it was just the extra good points which pulled 
the bitch through. Special and Lucky Sixpence had a better field 
to start off in, the former beginning slow, and the young Drake 
seemed running round him, but, after one turn, Special warmed up, and 
taking a oast like an old one, drew on birds, and coming round sharp on 
his point, looked splendid, this being the best point we had as yet seen 
for the day. Lucky Sixpence then made a fearful flush, and not being 
altogether a lucky dog, his owner christened him Dismal Jimmy. Balsham 
and Bessie, the former a daughter of Banger, and the latter an own sister 
of the above-named Magnet, ranged away fairly, Bessie evidently having 
the family speed ; but she did not appear broken as she walked 
deliberately into birds without taking any notice, then Balsham found, 
and her juvenile opponent would not back, neither being over grand 
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at dropping to shot or wing either, and at last a hare, getting up, 
proved too much for Bessie, as she chased him as if going into the 
next parish, and it was some time before her keeper could catch her. 
More like business than anything else was the style of the pointers Roy and 
Min, as they ranged indeed like a brace of good ones. Boy is the puppy 
that ran so well at Shrewsbury, and Min is a daughter of S. Price's Mike 
out of Watts's Mab, her owner, Mr. A. P. Lonsdale, and also his excellent 
keeper, have been for some weeks fully aware that she must be a clipper, 
bat they have likewise known that the sight of a hare would be fatal 
to her, and it was only through Mr. Lonsdale's good nature, and his wish 
to support field trials, that she "was sent to "the soratoh at all. A beautiful 
mover she certainly is, and as fast as her father Mike. Roy, however, 
having more method at present, was finder general, and a flush and 
a chase also accumulating on the wrong Fide of Min's score, made it an 
«asy win for Mr. E. Bishop's dog. Lord Downe's Dan and Mr. Bower's 
Blue Bell were both beautiful movers, the latter attracting everyone's 
attention by her brilliant style. Want of breaking, however, told its 
tale, for she is a very young puppy, barely twelve months old. Thus 
she was unsteady in backing, and then a false point scored against her, 
whilst at last she stepped clean out of range and call of her keeper, so of 
course the flag went up for Dan. This was the finish of the first round, 
and the following stood in — Lord Downe's Y. Sam and Dan, Mr. Barclay 
Field' 8 Belmont, Mr. Q. Brewis's Balsham (all setters), and the pointers 
were Mr. E. Bishop's Roy, Mr. S. Price's Whim, and Mr. G. T. Bartram's 
Special, the setters, therefore, being one to the good. For first ties the 
sorts were again guarded, so Belmont went down with Young Sam, and 
both being' tolerably even, without showing any very great form, it was 
a long and tedious trial, which made the halt for lunoh very acceptable 
before it was run out. As a result of good management, a most rechercM 
lunch was ordered, and beneath a marquee kindly lent by Mr. George 
Brewis, the contractor certainly showed great tasce in the disposal of his 
viands, for the tables were prettily decked with flowers, and for the 
quality of the eatables and laying out of it all, it might have been a 
wedding breakfast instead of a sporting lunch. In the centre of the 
cross table stood the Kennel Club Challenge Cup, and warm encomiums 
were passed to Messrs. Elkington for turning out such an elegant speci- 
men of the goldsmith's art ; whilst Mr. Shirley was warmly congratulated 
on his choice of design, the sporting subjects on the cup being that 
gentleman's own ideas ; so as the old cup, as it will become, passes 
down from sportsman to sportsman, it can be looked upon as a souvenir 
to remind us what field trials owe to the energy and good management 
of the member for Monaghan. Lunch over, Young Sam and Belmont 
were let down again, the bitch (a weak, growing puppy) going a deal 
better for the rest, and she fairly had the best of Sam in the next 
quarter of an hour, both for range and style. Sam now flushed his first 
lot, and Belmont stood a hare beautifully, making it quite 6 to 4 on the 
bitch, whilst two successive false points on the part of Sam settled him, 
and the flag went up for Belmont. Whim and Special had a short trial, 
all in favour of the Devon bitch, who made two good points, whilst the dog 
refused to back, and then got put out of the hunt altogether for chasing. 
There was a little grumbling here, as in some of the previous trials 
offenders were not had out at once for chasing, so it must be here 
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explained that on the principle the judges adopted in finding a winner 
for every tie, they conld not knock a dog ont whilst his opponent was 
equally faulty ; but when he had scored good points to nil on the other 
side, they made chasing fatal when committed by the non-scorer. This 
is fair enough, for when a dog has done no good, and commits the worst 
fault a sporting dog can be guilty of, it certainly appears obvious that 
any good point should make his opponent a winner. Whim and 
Roy now had a turn, and both behaved capitally, the bitch im- 
proving in every field she went, and the dog doing so wonderfully well 
also, that the judges had to keep them down for forty minutes, when they 
decided that Whim had just won. The setters Dan and Balsham succeeded 
the last brace to complete the first ties, and whilst Dan had all the pace 
of Balsham, he had the worst at scoring during the first part of the tie, 
as the bitch made a fair point to birds, and the dog false pointed and 
flushed ; but rallying for the better, he first pegged a brace of natives in 
grand form, and then some Frenchmen, which latter exploit raised the 
flag for him. For second ties only Dan, Belmont, and Whim stood in, 
Dan and Belmont going down first, and the latter being very tired, 
wandered rather than hunted ; whilst Dan, getting a couple of points, 
and seeming to work better than ever, won easily. The final tie was now 
to be fought out by Dan and Whim, and as both had been improving as 
they went, it looked a very near thing. Whim led off by finding in 
magnificent style ; but then she flushed badly, and two finds in succession, 
rewarding the busy, hard-working little Dan, settled it, and Dan was 
fairly hailed the winner of the second field trial Derby, Whim winning the 
second prize of 201. for Mr. S. Price, the lucky owner of Bang and Mike, 
whilst Mr. Barclay Field's Belmont took 101., as the second best setter, 
she being in reality third in the stake, and Mr. E. Bishop's Boy got a 
similar amount as the second best pointer. There being another half 
hour left, no time was lost in commencing the Horseheath Stakes, for all- 
aged pointers and setters ; the winner to take 50 1, and a cup, value 10L, 
the second 30 1, (to be the best of the opposite sort to the winner), third 
and fourth 121. 10s. each.

Viscount Down's Jill, by Mars out of Ruby, beat Mr. Bartram's Romp, 
by Chang out of Romp, and won. Jill received 501. Blue Belle 30 1, as 
first of the opposite sort, Romp 121. 10s., and Mr. S. Price claimed the 
fourth prize, 121. 10s. ; but Mr. R. Lloyd Price and Mr. Lonsdale also 
putting in claims for Beau and Spanker, it came before the Kennel Club, 
and it was decided to divide the prize equally between the three, as each 
had won two ties. 

The first on the card being Mr. A. P. Lonsdale's Spanker, the son of 
Frank, that won the Puppy Stakes at Shrewsbury last year, and a 
debutante in field trials in Mr. H. D. Brandreth's Bessie, by Laverack's 
Blue Prince out of Rhoda. The bitch went in beautiful form, and pegged 
a brace of birds well in less than three minutes ; going a bit faster than 
the dog, too, all looked well for her until she began to run rather wild, 
and got out of range. Then Spanker got into the score by a brilliant 
find, going head over heels, as he came at racing pace on his birds. This 
was supplemented by another good find, and then both did badly in false 
pointing, the judges counting against the bitch eight times for this and 
five times the dog. After this the bitch just found, and before she could 
do any more Spanker was once more on his game in the same brilliant 
style he had shown us before, and the flag very fairly went up for him. 
It was now too late to do any more, so we terminated one of the plea- 
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santest days at field trials ever spent with the above prettily-contested 
trial. Friday morning we met at Horseheath Mill, and knowing that there 
was a long day's work before ns, not a moment was lost in letting down 
the next two for the Horseheath Stakes, Mr. E. Lloyd Price's Eos, by 
Major ont of the celebrated Belle, and Mr. Whitehouse's Eapid, the 
brother to Mr. Bar tram' a little bitch Romp, who so distinguished herself 
further on in the stake. Both these pointers are noted flyers, but they 
did not do mnch in this trial, Eos getting nothing but bad points, and 
Rapid only got the minimum of merit, so he just pulled through. 
Ranger II. and Ginz's Baby were the next two, and Ranger went the 
best, for old Ginx has got as slow as a man in boots, and is no more use 
for field trials. The old dog, however, would not make a mistake, and 
his caution just dropped him on birds twice, but they were hardly finds, the 
young Ranger coming on birds in rattling good style once, but then he 
flushed three times, and the old dog at last coming down in grand form 
with a brace of birds in front of him, got a sixer, and won. Mr. R. 
Lloyd Price's Beau and Bishop's Roy had a long tiring trial in the very 
heat of the day, and, considering all things, Beau did very well, and so 
did the young one, as they found several times on bare fallows, flushing, 
too, as a variation, and Roy got a chase at a hare, so the win was alto- 
gether a fair one for Beau. Mr. Macdona's champion Ranger and Mr. 
Barclay Field's Rake were considered the best drawn brace of setters in 
the stake. The champion took a good point very quickly close to a 
hedge ; then his score got on the other side by a false point, ditto also 
Rake, who, however, got a rare find for the second, and was on cleverly 
again in the next field, where the champion walked into a ditch to take 
a drink of water, instead of backing, so the flag rightly enough went up 
for Rake. Viscount Downe's Jill, as the absolute winner, was rather 
appropriately pitted in the first round with the old champion Drake, who 
went very grandly, and down he is almost at once on a beautiful point, 
but, alas ! it is false, and this little game continuing, Jill gets tired of it, 
and twice refuses to back, for which she got the only penalties she 
received during the running of the whole stake ; but finding four times, 
not in any great form, she counted out the champion very easily. 
Maogregor and Mallard, the latter from Mr. R. Lloyd Price's kennel, got 
turned off in a very good field of seeds, but there was not much to find 
in it, and neither did much, the fiat in favour of Mallard turning on two 
very bad flushes on the part of Maogregor. Mr. Price's Bang and Mr. 
Barclay Field's Diok were let off on some bad ground, and both were 
bothered by some moved birds; Dick was finder-general at first, but 
towards the conclusion of their long trial — which lasted, according to 
time kept by Mr. Salter, forty-five minutes — Bang appeared to be 
doing much the best, as he was ranging a big wheat field splendidly, and 
twice he was down in his grand style on birds, the last time gaining him 
the fiat. This decision, however, was cavilled at, and many who watched 
the trial right through thought that Dick won. Lunch was now the 
order of the day, the form here being as good as on the first day, and 
after this acceptable good cheer and rest, for it was fearfully hot on this, 
Friday, we restarted with Mr. S. Price's Mike and Lord Downe's Bang, 
it being all in favour of the Devon dog, as Mike found five times, 
and the other ought to have been out before, as he was guilty of a very 
bad fault in going in on his opponent's point, and rushing up the birds. 
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The last of the ties for the Horseheath Stakes was now between Mr. 
G. T. Bartram's Romp and Mr. Lort's Naso, and on a good bit of ground 
both ranged splendidly ; in fact, nothing beat it throughout the trials, 
and if Naso had not met such a clipper in Romp, he would have run 
very far into the stake, as he now got two sixers to the bitch's one, 
though she was perfect in backing, which he was not, and he flushed, 
whilst the bitch was faultless, bar the semblance of a false point. The 
flag went up for her, therefore, very fairly, though it was hard on Mr. 
Lort's dog meeting such a good one. The little Laverack Blue Belle 
having the benefit of the bye, we come to the second ties with Spanker 
and Ginx's Baby, a very one-sided affair, all in favour of Spanker. Blue 
Belle and Mr. Barclay Field's Bake were the next two, and the young 
one, as wild as a hawk, flushed some birds and chased them, the old dog 
actually joining. Excepting for the fact that neither had done any good, 
they would have been out of it now; but fortune then favoured the 
Laverack, as in the next field she showed her true form in coming 
splendidly on birds, and going half as fast again as Bake ; in fact, it 
looked like a crow and a hawk ; she pegged another brace whilst he was 
looking about him, and the flag went up for her. Bapid and Beau : The 
former found, and the latter backed, then Bapid made two false points 
again, and each time Beau backed well; but when the latter made a 
false point, Bapid would not back, and so Beau won a muddling sort of a 
trial. Jill and Mr. S. Price's Bang had a very give-and-take trial, for first 
of all Jill found and then the old dog, and this was done alternately 
three times, but two of the bitch's points were splendid, and the cham- 
pion of the Shrewsbury braces was not quite at home, backing twice, so 
in rather a near thing the fiat was quite right for the bitch. Romp 
settled the other brace champion Mike by three finds off the reel, whilst 
he found once, and Jill settled Beau; whilst, coming to third ties, 
interest was at its height when Jill came down with the Laverack Blue 
Bell. Neither found, but Blue Bell false pointed twice, and the pointer 
backed her well, but flushed down wind, and a good find would almost 
have won for the setter, when some birds got up wild, and young Lave- 
rack blood not being able to stand it, she bolted off, and got her congi. 
It was now, therefore, left to Jill and Romp, and as the shades of evening 
were falling fast, these two excellent pointer bitches went down for 
victory, Jill doing best from the outset, as she took the best cast, and 
found first, though the compliment was returned by a better find from 
the other, spoilt by a false point, succeeded by another, and another, 
and then Jill settled it by as grand a point as had been taken during the 
meeting. 

"We were not back at Cambridge after this hard day's work until a 
quarter-past nine, and wishing to begin the Challenge Cup contest at an 
early hour on Saturday, it was agreed to do the journey by road. So a 
commodious coach and four was chartered, and, with the keepers and 
dogs inside, off we started at 7 a.m. to do the thirteen miles, the way bill 
registered seventeen passengers and six dogs, and, with a very fair team, 
we drove up to Horseheath Lodge in an hour and twenty-five minutes, 
allowing three minutes at Linton to pick up Young Bishop and Mr. 
Barclay Field's Dick. A pleasanter drive in the cool of the morning 
could hardly have been found, for the road is very good all the way, 
the country picturesque, and the load a sporting one right through ; 
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in fact, Borne of the passengers were so taken with it that it was hoped 
the Kennel Clnb would have nothing to do with special trains for the 
future, but stick to the road ; and as more than one member of the Road 
Club is likewise a member of "the Kennel," it is more than probable 
that a private team or two will in future add to the 6clat and enjoyment 
of a Horseheath meeting. Little time was lost in getting to our morning's 
work. 

The Kennel Club Challenge Cup, value 90 gs., added to an optional 
of 101., hi., or 31., for all-aged pointers and setters; the winner to 
receive in proportion to his stake, and to keep the cup for a year ; the 
cup to be won three times by one member (not necessarily in suc- 
cessive years) or by the same dog ; open to members of the Kennel 
Club only ; aU dogs to be the bond fide property of the member who 
enters them ; limited to one dog each,

Mr. Salter not being able to be with us, Mr. Shirley took his place to 
decide this event, with the Rev. T. Pearce. 

Dick and Bessie, the first brace, were slipped on the ground we started 
upon for the Derby, the bitch not going as well as she did on the first 
day, and Dick oommenced badly by flushing twice in succession ; but for 
this he would soon have had a chance to have counted Bessie out, as a hare 
which Dick knocked up crossing her nose she was guilty of a very bad 
chase. The chances thus equalised, the brace ranged off again in a very 
good field of clover, the bitch losing a bit of time by taking a barren 
corner of the field, whilst the dog ranged out, and soon got on a fair point, 
the bitch being unlucky, for as the flag went up for her opponent she was 
down in splendid form on a brace of birds, and she stood there like a rock 
until Ashthorp walked up to her. Beau and Balsham now had our atten- 
tion, and Beau was the first finder, Balsham backing, and she behaved very 
well, whilst Beau false pointed. Then Balsham found twice, and a flush 
against Beau and false points soon gave him a natural score out of it. 
In a fine range of clover Glen and Rapid went down, and Glen was almost 
first finder, the birds getting up quick and wild, and the puppy behaved 
admirably in dropping to wing. Then it was a case of pace and goodness 
versus goodness, for Bapid did better here than in any part of his trials, found 
in good form, and the young one backed him, but he was not fast enough 
to take a point from his speedier opponent, and Bapid won a meritorious 
trial for both. Some more good ground — heavy wheat — where there were 
a lot of birds, was the scene of Sir Thomas Lennard's Mallard and Mr. 
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Macdona's Banger meeting. Both dogs did enough here to win most 
trials, for, first of all, Mallard found in brilliant style, but further down 
the field Banger had a point of equal merit. This was repeated three 
times altogether, so this good field was of no use to either, and the next 
move was on to dry fallows, where both dogs behaved admirably, but 
Banger went a bit the fastest, and got the most points, his last exploit 
being well down on a hare. Wonderfully improved is Sir Thomas Len- 
nard's dog, and it was remarked how beautifully he was broken, and how 
well Thomas Knowlton worked him. First ties : Dick made short work 
of Bal8ham, as in a small field he was grandly down on a hare in less than 
three minutes, behaving to perfection, and in three minutes more he was 
down on another in just the same way. Out of this field into some grass 
he had the luck of Mr. Brewis's bitch in getting on an easy brace of birds, 
and the flag very naturally went up for him, Balsham being by no means 
disgraced, and all would like to have seen her get nearer, as her popular 
owner worked her himself in both her trials capitally. Banger had only 
a short rest, therefore, after his hard work to get rid of Mallard, and now he 
had to try conclusions with Bapid, this being a very long trial also, as both 
found, Banger twice to Bapid' s once, and then it was a continuation of 
false pointing, until at last Mr. Whitehouse, to whom it was of great con. 
sequence to catch a train, threw up the sponge for Bapid, and the contest 
was left to Bangtor and Dick, it, of course, looking odds against Banger, as 
Dick had only two very short, easy trials, and Banger had been running 
nearly two hours in the hot sun. A few minutes was asked for him to take 
a drink of water, and a cottage being hard by, Ben Hallam repaired there 
with his charge, and, besides a few laps of water, a fortunate raw egg was 
found, and with these restoratives Banger came well to time, and we at 
once went towards a good field to try off this important tie. It was the 
same field that Spanker and Bessie commenced the Horseheath Stakes in 
— a very long stretch of clover. Slipped at the lower end, Dick found 
first very quickly and very meritoriously, as Banger might have taken it, 
but he backed well, and the next point was in his well known effective 
style ; and as a proof that he is about the best setter ever whelped, he 
beat Dick for pace now in a cast that would have done credit to a fresh 
dog. Once more the champion is down, and then he gets too near a brace, 
Diok doing exactly the same, and they are almost equal, when there are 
signs that Dick is winning, for he stands like a statue, and Charles 
Bishop looks confident, until he goes up and finds it a false point, 
Banger backing his opponent a hundred yards. Dick makes another 
false point, and in another instant Banger races to the brow of the 
hill, and there through a flight of hurdles he has a beautiful point, 
the birds being there. " Banger has won ! " is in everybody's mouth 
now, and Mr. Pearce's request for the white flag settles it, and Cham- 
pion Banger is the winner of the first Kennel Club Challenge Club. It was a 
most satisfactory and conclusive trial, and, as Mr. Pearce remarked, 
Banger must be one of the best and pluckiest animals living, for he was 
so beaten that he could hardly stand, and then he came again in five 
minutes, and fairly beat a very good dog, who was fresh. Mr. Brewis 
now asked the whole field back to lunch, and really this gentleman's kind- 
ness cannot be too much appreciated, for no trouble has he spared to make 
the meeting a success, which it has most assuredly been. The fallows were 
. all beaten (or us, so as to get the birds as much as possible into the seeds 
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and clovers ; the fields nn stocked through the good feeling existing be- 
tween Mr. Brewis and the old Horseheath tenants, and everything done 
for ns in the most liberal way.
